The claims in this application are 4, 5, 6, 8 and 9. Claims 5 and 6 stand aUowed. Claims 
2-4 were indicated as being allowable if written in independent fonn. Qaims 2 and 3 coirespond 
to claims 8 and 9, respectively, and claim 4 has been made dependent on daim 8. 

In claims 4 and 8 the word "molded" has been deleted because it is believed possible to 
form the insert in ways other than by moldings It is submitted that this change should not afifect 
the allowability of claims 4 and 8 because little cleariy does not disclose or conten^late a 
brcast-accommodatiGg insert whether molded or otherwise made. The feet that the term "molded 
is not a critical limitation is shown by the allowance of claim 5 which does not have such a 
limitation.
